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URGES HUNTERS 

TOJfc CAREFUL 

U. S. Forest Service Issues 
Warning Against Causing 
Accidents With Firearms 
and Starting Fires 

Washington, September 4. — Em- 
phasizing the destruction of property 
and human life caused by careless 
hunters, a warning issued by the For- 
est Service urges all sportsmen on the 
National Forests to use the greatest 
possible care to prevent forest fires 
and to avoid such accidents as the 
one which caused the death of Forest 
Ranger Clark on the Cabinet National 
Forest in Montana last year. Mr, 
Clark, it is said, was mistaken for a 
bear by a careless hunter who fired 
without waiting to be sure what he 
was shooting at. To show that such 
accidents are not uncommon, the 
warning quotes an estimate of the 
Biological Survey that between tf>0 
and 200 persons are annually killed 
in hunting accidents in this country 
and that this number is increasing 
Furthermore, it is stated, 15 per cent 
of all the forest tires in the National 
Forest are caused by careless hunters 
and other campers. 

The National Forests, it is pointed 
out, contain the best hunting grou.ids 
in the country. The number of game 
animals is increasing on account of 
<he protection from forest tires and 
illegal killing which is afforded by 
Forest officers. On many of the 
Forests, deer, elk. mountain sheep 
and many other species are fairly 
plentiful, while small game is usually 
abundant. Bear, mountain lion and 
other predatory animals are found on 
most of the Forests and the killing 
of these meat eaters is encouraged be 
cau'e they prey on domestic stock 
and the herbivorous game animals. 

The best indication of a man's fit 
ness to be in the woods, the warning 
points out, is the eare which he shows 
in handling ff rearms and tire. None 
but the most inexperienced tender- 
foot will snoot without getting a plain 
view of his game, u hile the man w ho 
lets his camptire escape or who eare- 
lessly drops a lighted match or hot 
tooacco ashes betrays at once his ig- 
norance of the fundamental principles 
of woodcraft. Such men, says the 
warning, should keep out of the 
woods

Straightening Out Mexico 

Several weeks sen a prominent 
congressman, speaking at at an 
important gathering in Washing- 
ton, disclosed what lie said was an 
attempt upon the part of the ad- 
ministration to have General 
Fiinston recommeud the with- 
drawal of the American troop 
from Mexico. The latest devel- 
opment is that General Funston 
has made such a recommenda- 
tion. The actual withdrawal has 
been going on for some time. The 
National Guard, which is pro- 
tecting the border, is made up of 
some of the best material there is 
in the country, bnt it is appar- 
ent that this is rather a disjoint- 
ed orgauix ttiou, and that its 
members are not particnlatly 
adapted nor well (quipped for 
the tack of itivading a foreign 
country. When these troops went 
to the M«xic*u border nearly 
everyone supposed that there 
would be an invasion, or an at- 
tempt at interveitiou. No one 
seriously believed that General 
Fershing'a column was being 
strengthened for the Biraple pur- 
pose of hunting out a lot of rag- 
muffius who had shot up an 
American town. However, there 
appears to have beeu a recur 
rence to methods of inquiry and 
and negotiation, that may have 
grown out of the alarums of war. 
There is a good d*»al of quiet 
comfort about Washington in the 
growing belief that the Carrauza 
administratiou may, after all, be 
at la to handle the Mexican sit- 
uation. No less a person thap 
Secretary Lane, whom mauy re- 
gard as the strongest man in 
President Wilson's cabinet, has 
been pi toed upon a curnmiisioBt 
to adjust the djtfereuces bet weeu 
Mexico and the Uuited Slates!

Nobody can accuse President 
Wilson of having displayed any 
lack of energy in the handling of 
negotiations intended to prevtn' 
the strike. It is the ordinary 
custom of the President of the 
Uuited States bu6iuess. Guard- 
ians of the health of the Presi- 
dent insist that he mnst not be 
overcrowded. The precedents all 
require that people who^wish to 
see the President shall accomo- 
date themselves to his conven- 
ience and time. Even in the 
handling of accute conditions 
with Germany and Mexico, Mr. 
Wilson adharred rather closely 
to Ins routine office hourp. He 
insisted, in his dealings with the 
railroad officials and operators, 
that he was acting as the friend 
of all interested parties, and his 
anxiety to achieve success was 
shown by the fact that his week- 
end vacations were cancelled, 
and the audiences and confer- 
ences held were held at the White 
House evenings, Sundays, and at 
all times when it seemed prob- 
able any good might be accom- 
plished. The president made sev- 
eral trips to the capitd, and even 
visited senators in their offices. 
This latter procedure, has, per- 
haps, never been adopted by any 
other president. 

The personal point of view of 
the administration evidently as 
sumed that the public rights 
were paramount to those of the 
disputant railroad managers and 
operators. Mr. Wilson, as the 
chosen representative ef the 
American nation, doubtless suc- 
ceeded iu impressing upou the 
parties to the controversy the 
right of the government to in- 
terfere. The neroics were equal 
to those employed by former 
President It tosevelt in the set- 
tlement of the authracite coal 
strike, or in his interference in 
the Russiau-Japauese war. Mayor 
Mitchel of New York took the 
same view of the recent street 
car strike iu New York. His suc- 
cess might poasibly have served 
as an iucentive to M ■ . Wilson to 
apply official force in the crisis 
of railroad tiffairs. lu auy eveut 
the activity of the presideut h it 
demonstrated that there is a ne» 
way of doing- things, and the 
method appears to couferm to 

the notions, of Ln nmesMveness 

now popular with the American 
. people.

Kentucky women have arranged a 
demonstration for Lexington and 
Winchester at the opening of the 
Republican and Democratic cam- 
paigns, September 5 and 9, respec- 
tively. 

W. L. Petty, president of the Lex- 
ington Bonded Storage Warehouse 
Company, has authorized the construc- 
tion of a brick warehouse in Lexing- 
ton with a capacity for 8,000 hogs- 
heads of tobacco. 

Ambassador Gerard has notified the 
state department in Washington that 
Germany has Issued an order abso- 
lutely prohibiting the Importation of 
tobacco. This cuU off a very profita- 
ble market for the export type of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Virginia. 

Secretary H. M. Taylor, of the 
Morgan's Men Associstion, has Issued 
a call for the annual reunion of the 
association to be held at Olympian 
Springs, September «, 7 and 8, instead 
of September 12, 13 and 14, as pre 
Ttously announced. 

Work on the extension of the More- 
head & Norfolk railroad, from Bed- 
wine to Lenox, Ky., has been resumed, 
and the contractors say tbe road will 
be completed by December 1st. This 
road will open the largest coal and 
timber fields in Eastern Kentucky. 

While on bis way to Lexington to 
secure a Job. John Galllgan, 16 years 
old, of Cincinnati, fell from the bump- 
ers of a train on which be was steal- 
ing a ride and was badly mangled.

The Kentucky State Fair manage- 
ment has announced awards number- 
ing 6,612, sggregatlng $40,000 in pre- 
miums. which will be distributed dur- 
ing the fourteenth annual fair to be 
held in I^onlsvltle. September 11-16. 
Tbe Legislature appropriated 116,000 
df this amount and the remainder was 
added by the State Fair Board and 
public-spirited citizens. Each day 
during the fair an average of 1,102 
awards will be made.
